Federal Court Jury Hears 
Balleiiger Mail Use Trial 


Federal Court jury trial of 


Dean W. Ballonger of Lincoln on 
charges of allegd use of the mails 
to defraud went into its second 
day. 


It is 
alleged Ballenger. as 


owner of ap rintmg establishment 
in Havelock, advertised for men 
with cars, wanting to earn S85 
wekly above xpcnses, following 
up with interviews locally. 


In stating 
the 
government's 
case, Asst. U.S. Atty. John Dem- 
ing of Omaha contended inter- 
ested persons were required to 
deposit S360 and sign several con- 
tracts or agreements. 


He alleged those persons were 
promised 
exclusive 
territories 


and o t h e r inducements. He 
charged that the persons, with- 
out opportunity for careful study, 
were required 
to sign instru- 
ments stating many inducements 
had not ben made,'and prevent- 


frorn recovering the 
ing them 
$360. 


HE CLAIMED contracts were 
"not contracts of employment as 
a number of victims \vere led to 
believe," but contracts of sale 
lor a number of pamphlets ($360 
for 600 manuals or booklets) 
dealing with agricultural sub- 
jects and compilel and printed 
by Ballenger. 
The person was instructed to 
secure local advertising for the 
pamphlets, secure 
the advertising 


printing of 
them 
his 


own expense, and make distribu- 
tion of the booklets, Doming 
said. 


Defense Atty. Max Towle of 
Lincoln said there was no intent 
to defraud on Ballenger's part, 
that its contracts wore approved 
by a reputable Lincoln attorney 
and devised to safeguard Ballen- 
ger from being "victimized" by 
salesmen. Those who 
entered 
contracts 
should 
have 
made 
money, and some did, Towle 
said. 
G O V E R N M E N T witnesses 


Virgil A. Cook and Elmer Han- 
sen, both of Norfolk, each testi- 
fied he had been promised ex- 
clusive territory in the Norfolk 
area, but found other salesmen 
in the territory. Both said they 
had signed contracts and paid 
Ballenger $360. 


Under cross examination each 


admitted Ballenger had told him 
the territory had been worked 
before 
and 
advertising 
sold 
there. Hansen said he under- 
stood the ?360 was for purchase 
of the manuals. 


Hansen testified he had been 
Interviewed here by Ballenger in 
November, 1951, and Cook in 
January, 1952. Hansen testified 
that he believed he mentioned a 
man named "Heffinger" as an- 
other who was working the terri- 
tory. 


Both testified that they went 
together to get their $360 back 
from Ballenger but that he re- 
fused. 


Cook said when he asked for 


his money back, Ballenger said. 


"You read your contract, didn't 
you?" 


FIRST GOVERNMENT wit- 


ness, Edward C. Walthall Jr. of 
Grand Island had stated that 
Ballenger explained a contract 
clause of no exclusive territory 
as only to protect himself against 
suits by dissatisfied salesmen. 


Walthall 
testified 
he 
was 


promised an "exclusive terri- 
tory." 


Under cross examination he 


said he had read the contract be- 
fore signing and was able to un- 
derstand their meaning. 


Towle presented a letter writ- 


ten from Ballenger to Cook say- 
ing, 
"We wish to emphasize all 


agreements between you and our 
company will be in writing." 


Hansen 
testified 
Ballenger 
read parts of the contracts "and 
I was suposcd to follow them," 
He testified Ballenger skipped 
around so much he was unable 
to concentrate on any one con- 
tract long enough to get its full 
meaning. 


Cook's 
wife, Irene, 
testified 


that 4-H emblems on Ballenger's 
manual influenced her husband 
in his decision to enter the deal. 


A Federal Court jury consisting 


of four women and eight men 
was drawn for trial of the case. 
The 
indictment contains 22 


counts.

Ordinance Prepared on Passage of Ammo Trucks in City 
portation in or through the city 
of trucks carrying ammunition 
and explosives was prepared by 
the city legal department follow- 
ing Mayor Clark Jeary's informal 
conference with directors. Some 
members of the City Council 
were present. 


The 
initial 
ordinance 
draft, 
placing responsibility under the 
department of public safety, de- 
clares it illegal to convey through 
any street or alley such com- 
modities as dynamite, nitro-gly- 
cerine, gunpowder, gun cotton, 
TNT, 
artillery or rocket ammuni- 


tion or other explosive material, 
except 
fireworks being 
trans- 
ported to outside points, unless a 
permit in writing, on recommen- 
dation of the public safety direc- 
tor, is first obtained. 


THE ORIGINAL draft provides 
that the council may, by resolu- 
tion, designate points of entry 


from which police convoys may 
be required. Drivers of truefs 
carrying 
explosives 
shall, ac 


cording to this draft, stop for the 
purpose of exhibiting permit. The 
director of public safety may des- 
ignate route or routes to be trav- 
eled. The ordinance was pre- 
pared with the idea that many 
of the details should be wovked 
out by the safety department. 


Provisions in the present Mu- 


nicipal code declare it unlawful 
to carry gunpowder or guncotton, 
in quantities e x c e e d i n g 50 
pounds, through the city or with- 
in one mile of the limits by cart, 
carriage, 
wagon, dray, wheel- 
barrow or otherwise without a 
permit. The legislation, however, 
applies only to deliveries locally 
or shipments originating here.

Harold Prichard of Falls City, 


former state legislator, was the 
main speaker. 
It had been an- 
nounced previously that Prichard 
would debate 
the 
issue with 
Meier. 


BUT COUNTY* CHAIRMAN Jo- 
seph Gmsburg said he received 
a letter from Meier, saying "he 
did not believe that he should 
engage in any debate of the 
merits of the proposal" to return 
to a bicameral. 


Prichard charged that the bi- 
cameral proposal, with Its "at- 
tack on the legislative branch," 
was designed to "keep the fault 
from falling on the Republican 
administration." 


Pntchard declared that the 


proposal was initiated by Re- 
publican State Chairman David 
Martin, and "is a gigantic plot, 
a scheme, a trap in which Dave 
Martin would snare Mr. Meier. 
And I believe the 
trap has 


•worked." 


FRANCIS ROBINSON of Ash- 
land, a member of the Demo- 
cratic State Central Committee, 
clarified what he said is the 
party stand on the issue. 


He said a recent session of the 
central committee had resolved 
approval of the appointment by 
Meier of a committee to study 
the proposed legislative change. 
But 
the resolution, 
he said, 
finished with a sentence saying 
it "is not to be construed in any 
way as either approving or dis- 
approving the actions of the 
bipartisan committee."

With the 1953 pigskin season reaching the halfway mark for 


a small majority of schools this week end, the campaign has been 
marked by upsets with nearly every so-called major team biting 
the dust or being forced to accept a tie from supposedly inferior 
opponents. 


Fumblitis, a misfortune that has hit our own Cornhuskers 


doubly hard, has on some Saturdays been correctly referred to as 
a nation-wide epidemic 


How come this fumble business and major upsets? 
It appears to this writer that possibly the frequent muffing of 


the leather by the backs (particularly the quarterbacks) can be 
traced in part at least to the change-over in many instances from 
the "T" to the single wing. 


Another reason and possibly one carrying more weight, is 


_ that many quarterbacks and other ball handlers who were de- 


fensive specialists last season haven't acquired the finesse needed 
as ball carriers. 


UPSETS CAN BE charged up to poor conditioning or the 


inability of the playing personnel to go the full 60 minutes (or 
even half the ball game) week after week. 


Where material is available the coaches adopted a unit nlsin
